today by a special grand jury which 
has been investigating the coal in­ 
dustry since Dec.j 17. 1919. 
More 
than half of the defendants are op­ 
erators, it is said. 
Bond was fixed by United States 
D istrict Judge A. B. Anderson at 
$10,000 in some of the cases and 
at $5,000 in others. The defendants 
will be arraigned on May 4. Names 
of those indicted will not he made 
public until they are arrested. 
Ten overt acts are charged against 
th© coal 
men 
in 
the indictm ent, 
which contains eighteen counts. It 
is understood that many of the vio­ 
lations charged have no connection 
with the strike of the bitum inous 
miners, but occurred prior to the 
signing 
of 
the 
armistice. 
Changes in Indictm ent. 
The indictm ent was brought under 
sections 4 and 9 of the Lever act 
and section 37 of the crim inal code 
and charged in general that m iners 
and operators conspired to enhance 
the price of necessaries by restrict­ 
ing distribution, lim iting manufac­ 
ture and by other means, and con­ 
spiring to commit offenses against 
the United States as defined in the 
crim inal code. The penalty on con­ 
viction is a 
fine 
not exceeding 
$10,000, im prisonm ent for not m ore 
than two years, or both fine and 
im prisonment. 
W hile no names were made public 
it was learned that practically all 
those facing charges are active in 
the central com petitive field, which 
embraces Indiana, Illinois, Ohio and 
Pennsylvania. The grand jury was 
instructed to go fully into all re ­ 
ports of violations of the Lever law, 
w ithout regard to the place of ori­ 
gin of the reports. 
It was not expected that any ar­ 
rests will be made this week, as two 
or three days will be required to 
prepare the papers for serving. 
In Session Forty-nine Days. 
Th© grand jury was called into 
special session for the sole purpose 
of investigating the affairs of the 
operators and miners.

The other morning we happened to be in the juvenile 
court when the judge was considering sending to the state 
training school a 'boy of only eleven years. 
It seems that 
the lad had been in court several times before and might be 
called an incorrigible. 
In the hearing it developed that the 
boy had been staying out of school and puts in his time 
running wild on the streets with other boys of his type, all 
of whom beat their classes and are rapidly learning criminal 
ways. 
It was an interesting case and one that demands sober 
consideration. While the city is maintaining a training school 
for citizens it is permitting the maintenance of a training 
school for criminals. 
Whenever a boy of eleven years is 
permitted to run wild on the streets at all hours he is taking 
a thorough course in preparation for the penitentiary or the 
electric chair. 
That many, many boys are thus permitted 
to take the primary course in crime unmolested is deplorably 
evident. 
We understand that 500 children of school age 
who have not enrolled in school this year are living within 
the confines of Ada. 
And that too in a state with a rigid 
compulsory school law. 
We believe that the city of Ada, including the Evening 
News, is taking too little thought of its most vital problems. 
We can muster considerable interest concerning a new fac­ 
tory or a new brick block or additional paving, but in the 
matter of conserving life and morals we are not so wide 
awake. The city’s most priceless possession is the boy and girl 
life of the city, and when we ignore that fact we are main- 
talhing a first class recruiting station for our prisons and 
brothels. 
All the water and sewage bonds we ever voted 
will look pitifully small in the day of Judgment when weighed 
in the balance against the moral character of some boy or girl. 
If we are in truth our brother’s keeper, it is high time 
to remind ourselves of that fact. 
It is time to take stock 
of the infinite amount of material we are by our negligence 
letting go to waste. 
The 500 prospective pupils that now 
roam the streets or loaf idly at home should be rounded up 
and given instruction in our city schools. The rabble of raga­ 
muffins that learn petty thievery and other vicious habits in 
our alleys should be broken up at all hazards. 
No use to 
make confirmed criminals of them by bearding them with 
vicious characters* at Pauls Valley. 
Prevention is more to be 
desired than punishment. 


No doubt many of you have heard 
statements made by 
certain poli­ 
tical henchmen of other candidates 
for mayor that I am opposed and 
have always opposed public improve­ 
ments in the city. In answer to that 
statement I desire to say that I 
never voted against a bond issue for 
public improvements, on its merits, 
in my life. Upon the contrary I have 
advocated both publicly and private­ 
ly such issues. I did not oppose the 
bond issue some months since be­ 
cause I was not in favor of all nec­ 
essary improvements to the sewer 
and water system of the city, and 
my opposition was due to the basis 
and the theory upon which said 
issue was figured and determined 
by the engineers, especially 
with 
reference to the manner of pumping 
the water In to the standpipe. To 
prove this I have only to state that 
I made an effort to get before the 
committee and city commissioners to 
lay my views before them, before 
I ever made a speech upon the ques­ 
tion. My idea was that if I could 
convince them that I was even par­ 
tially right, they would resubmit 
the m atter at another election. The 
people will remember that I stated 
in my addresses that every inch of 
the extension within the city limits 
was necessary; that I advocated the 
voting of the park bonds, and that 
my objetcion to the other features 
was the electrical pumping, and the 
plan of the engineers to raise water 
rates IOO per cent over what they 
then were. This question was settled 
by the voters of the city a t that 
election. I was asked to file an In­ 
junction and to contest that election 
upon grounds, which at th at time 
semed to 
hare foundation. This I 
refused to do. I filed no protest in 
any way or form in said m atter to 
delay or hinder same. The contracts 
for that improvement have been let 
and with that, if elected, I will have 
nothing to do. The only thing now 
to he done is to see that the city 
gets what is coming to it under said 
contracts and to see that the engin­ 
eers do their duty to the city for 
the very large sum of money which 
they get out of the bond issue.

believe I can assist in doing that, 
lf 
elected I pledge my dead level best 
effort in that direction.
